PAK1S, Oct. 14.—Commander Bradford, of the United States 


Navy, was examined tins morning by the American Peace Commis- 


sion relative to tho conditions in the Philippines, with which he is 


voll acquainted. 
The American and Spanish commissions held the 


fifth joint session this afternoon. 
Last Tuesday at the joint session 


the Spanish commission made its presentment regarding tho Cuban 


debt. 


Since then tho American commission has boon considering 


this phase of tho negotiations, and it is understood has reduced to 


writing tho reply to bo submitted to the Spanisu at today's meeting, 


stating tho American position broadly us to what is tho Cuban debt 


aud what proportion is fairly chargeable to tho inland and what part 


should bo charged to Spain. 


It bhould not be concluded from this, however, that tho Ameri- 


cans accept either alternative of tho Cuban debt classification, 


but rather that they propose to meet every point raised exhaustively.

S. infantry as escort to the distinguished guests, followed by Bat- 
tery B, the First U. S. artillery, and the local military organizations. 


Amid the cheering of the crowds tho procession moved to tho 
Southern Hotel whore after the President had reviewed tho pniado 


from the balcony, he proceeded to the parlors and hold a public 


reception, shaking hands with a large number of friends. 


AT THE MERCHANTS' EXCHANGE, 
At noon tho President spoke to 15,000 people in tho hall of the 


Merchants' Exchange. He congratulated his hearers on the "Good 
feeling aad splendid spirit every wheio found throughout the length 


aud breadth of our common country," and caused groat applause by 


adding heartily, "Thank Ood, we are all together once more. We 
have one flag and one destiny, and wherever that doaliuy shall lead 


us wo shall have hearts etioug enough lo moot every responsibility- 


We cannot enjoy tho glories and victories without bearing tho bur- 


den that may result from them." Tho President congratulated his 
hearers on the splendid outlook for tho business future of lhu 


country.
